To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Rural  District  of  Towcester. 

Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Mrs.  Jelly  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1946. 

The  vital  statistics  are  generally  satisfactory.  The  birthrate  in¬ 
creased  to  20.24  as  compared  with  18.14  in  1945.  This  is  the  first  occasion 
since  1921  that  the  birthrate  has  exceeded  20.00  per  thousand  of  popula¬ 
tion.  It  is  1.14  in  excess  of  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
number  of  births  registered  exceeded  the  deaths  by  95.  Deaths  totalled 
178,  representing  13.19  per  thousand,  which  is  1.69  in  excess  of  the  rate 
for  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  4.25  in  excess 
of  that  for  England  and  Wales,  and  10.39  for  the  Administrative  County. 
It  is  noteworthy,  however,  that  10  of  the  13  infant  deaths  occurred  within 
one  month  of  birth.  These  neonatal  deaths  are  the  hard  kernel  of  the 
infant  mortality  rate. 

No  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  occurred  which  require  special 
mention.  Diphtheria  immunisation  progressed  satisfactorily. 

The  continued  and  sustained  efforts  of  the  Council  to  obtain  com¬ 
prehensive  water  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  progressed  somewhat 
tardily,  but  definite  progress  in  the  realisation  of  these  essential  public 
services  began  to  take  shape  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  standard 
of  life  in  rural  areas  is  related  to  these  two  major  necessities  of  modem 
civilisation  and  the  completion  of  the  schemes  cannot  come  too  quickly 
for  those  who  have  the  well-being  and  prosperity  of  the  rural  district  at 
heart. 

The  separation  of  the  Surveyor’s  Department  from  that  of  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspector’s  Department  has  shown  itself  to  be  an  administrative 
improvement,  whereby  the  scope  and  detailed  sanitation  work  has 
received  more  attention. 

I  again  acknowledge  with  pleasure  the  continued  support  received 
from  the  Council,  and  the  willing  helpful  assistance  which  it  is  my  good 
fortune  to  enjoy  from  all  my  colleagues.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Social  Conditions — ^The  employed  population  is  engaged  mainly  in 
agricultural  work.  Light  iron  founding  is  carried  on  at  Towcester  whilst 
oxides  for  pigment  production  are  manufactured  at  Deanshanger.  Owing 
to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  female  labour  in  the  closing  departments 
of  some  of  the  boot  factories  in  Northampton,  a  few  small  satellite  closing 
works  have  been  established  in  the  district. 

Area — ^The  area  of  the  district  is  5,905  acres. 

Population — ^The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  resident 
population  for  the  mid-year  1946  to  have  been  13,490  persons. 

Deaths — ^The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  by  the 
Registrar-General  after  adjustment  for  outward  and  inward  transferable 
deaths  was  178,  as  compared  with  174  in  1945.  The  crude  death  rate 
based  on  the  estimated  population  was  13.19  per  thousand  as  compared 
with  12.88  for  1945.  The  following  table  shows  the  death  rates  for  the 
quinquennium  1942-46,  together  with  corresponding  rates  for  England 
and  Wales  and  the  Administrative  County.  “  Comparability  factors 
for  the  standardisation  of  the  death  rates  are  not  available.

Illegitimate  Birth  Rate — Twenty  illegitimate  live  births  were 
registered  as  compared  with  twenty-three  in  the  previous  year.  This 
number  gives  a  rate  of  73.26  per  thousand  live  births,  as  compared  with 
100.85  for  1945. 

Maternal  Mortality — One  death  was  ascribed  to  “  other  maternal 
causes  The  patient  died  from  pelvic  cellulitis  due  to  a  streptococcal 
infection  following  a  non-instrumental  delivery  26  days  previously. 

Infant  Mortality — The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  attaining 
their  first  birthday  was  13  (6  males,  7  females).  Two  females  were 
illegitimate.  The  equivalent  rate  per  thousand  live  births  was  47.25, 
which  is  a  figure  in  excess  of  that  for  the  Country  as  a  whole.  The  rates 
for  1942-46,  together  with  other  rates  for  comparison  are  :

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Facilities — ^The  bacteriological  work  associated  with  the 
control  of  infectious  disease  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tory  Service,  whose  laboratory  at  Northampton  General  Hospital  is  in 
charge  of  Dr.  L.  Hoyle.  The  bacteriological  examination  of  the  water 
supplies  is  also  carried  out  by  Dr.  Hoyle.  The  milk  supply  is  examined 
for  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality  at  the  County  Council  Laboratory, 
Northampton,  where  the  methylene  blue,  coliform  and  phosphatase 
tests  are  applied  as  required. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — A  supply  of  antitoxin  is  available  at  the  Town 
Hall,  free  of  charge,  to  medical  practitioners,  for  use  in  the  district. 

Ambulance  Facilities — Non-inf ectious  and  accident  cases  are  removed 
by  the  27  h.p.  Humber  Ambulance  maintained  at  Towcester  by  the 
Towcester  Motor  Ambulance  Committee.  The  service  provided  meets 
the  needs  of  the  district.  Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 
(Section  27)  the  County  Council  will  be  the  responsible  “  Local  Health 
Authority  ”  for  providing  a  free  ambulance  service  as  from  the  appointed 
day. 


Nursing  in  the  Home — ^The  following  list  gives  details  of  the  work 
which  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Nursing  Associations  in  the  district, 
who  make  the  services  of  their  district  nurse-midwives  available  for 
nursing  in  the  home.

Hospitals — There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district. 

Nurseries — The  nursery  at  Duncote  Hall  administered  by  the  County 
Council  was  closed  in  July. 
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Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — Child  Welfare  Centres  provided  by 
the  County  Council  are  held  once  monthly  at  Potterspuryand  Towcester. 
Expectant  mothers  in  the  Blisworth  area  attend  a  County  Council  Clinic 
in  Northampton.  An  antenatal  clinic  is  also  held  at  Towcester  once 
monthly. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases — The  Local  Author¬ 
ity  is  one  of  the  constituent  authorities  of  the  Western  Northampton¬ 
shire  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Board.  Owing  to  staffing  difficulties  the 
hospital  maintained  by  the  Board  at  Staverton  has  been  closed  and 
patients  are  now  sent  by  the  Board  to  the  Northampton  Corporation 
Isolation  Hospital,  Harborough  Road,  Northampton  or  some  other 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  in  the  surrounding  area. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply — The  general  position  regarding  water  supplies  is 
that  the  district  is  still  without  one  which  can  be  regarded  as  safe  or 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  inhabitants.  Satisfactory  progress,  how¬ 
ever,  falls  to  be  recorded  in  the  provision  of  the  comprehensive  water 
scheme  which  was  detailed  in  my  report  for  1945.  The  public  local 
inquiry  was  held  by  an  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  proposals  on  the  1st  August,  1946,  in  the  Town  Hall.  At  the  time  of 
writing,  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  the  Minister  has  approved  the 
scheme  in  principle,  and  asked  for  detailed  specifications  of  the  most 
urgent  sections  of  the  scheme. 

Samples  of  water  from  twenty-four  parishes  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion.  A  scrutiny  of  the  results  of  these  examinations,  which  are  detailed 
in  Table  4,  page  21,  reveals  that  of  55  samples  taken  no  less  than  41 
showed  evidence  of  faecal  pollution.  The  need  for  a  comprehensive 
scheme  which  will  be  bacteriologicaUy  controlled  at  the  source  are  thus 
self-evident. 

The  Ministry  of  Health,  by  Circular  13/47,  directed  that  certain 
details  as  to  parish  supplies  be  included  in  this  report.  These  details 
were  placed  on  record  in  the  report  for  1945  and  may  be  found  in  Tables 
No.  4 — 4C,  pages  25-29  in  that  report.  The  following  is  a  summary  of 
the  several  supplies  as  at  December,  1946  :

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Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage — Public  local  inquiries  were 
held  at  the  Town  Hall  by  inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  the 
proposed  schemes  for  Silverstone  on  30th  May,  and  for  Deanshanger, 
Old  Stratford,  Cosgrove,  Furtho,  Potterspury,  Wicken  and  Yardley 
Gobion  on  31st  May.  Both  schemes  are  urgently  required,  not  only  to 
remedy  long-standing  defects  in  sanitation  but  to  give  modem  drainage 
facilities  to  the  new  housing  estates  now  in  the  course  of  erection.  With¬ 
out  a  proper  water  carriage  system  of  sewage  disposal  for  the  excellent 
houses  being  erected,  the  Council’s  tenants  will  be  deprived  of  the  full 
use  of  their  modem  homes.  The  standards  of  hygiene  of  the  people  are 
to  a  large  degree  determined  by  the  ease  with  which  a  piped  water  supply 
and  water  carriage  system  of  disposal  of  wastes  are  available. 

Disinfection — The  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  is  carried  out 
by  means  of  a  portable  “  Thresh  ”  disinfector.  Concurrent  and  terminal 
disinfection  is  also  carried  out  by  means  of  gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants 
in  houses  where  infectious  disease  is  notified.  Details  of  the  work  carried 
out  are  given  in  Table  No.  5,  page  22. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — No  action  was  found  necessary. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  Infestation  Order,  1943 — 

The  Council  approved  the  appointment  of  a  rodent  operative  in 
September.  During  November-December,  the  operative  carried  out 
treatments  at  six  sewage  disposal  works,  twelve  sewage  outfall  ditches, 
the  central  refuse  tip  and  the  Council’s  salvage  store.  The  Towcester 
sewerage  scheme  had  one  full  maintenance  treatment  and  the  Greens 
Norton  sewerage  system  was  test  baited  and  a  scheme  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food  for  two  initial  treatments  of  the  latter  undertakings. 

In  addition,  ten  private  dwellings  and  two  business  premises  were 
treated.  A  number  of  surveys  were  carried  out  in  connection  with  the 
“  block  ”  control  system  and  the  treatment  of  one  of  these  areas  com¬ 
prising  19  dwellings  was  proceeding. 

In  the  treatments  already  carried  out,  150  bodies  have  been  recovered, 
but  it  must  be  appreciated  that  an  estimate  of  the  success  of  any  treatment 
is  dependent  rather  cn  the  “  take  ”  of  poison  bait  than  on  the 
actual  number  of  bodies  found.  The  estimated  kill  on  the  basis  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food  formula  amounted  to  some  1,300. 

Public  Cleansing — The  emptying  of  cess-pits  and  night  soil  buckets 
is  carried  out  by  means  of  a  Dennis  gully  emptying  vehicle  which  has  a 
special  device  for  dealing  with  buckets.  Household  refuse  and  salvage 
material  is  collected  with  a  specially  constructed  refuse  collection  motor 
vehicle,  assisted  two  days  in  one  week,  and  three  days  in  the  following 
week  by  the  Council’s  all-purpose  open  motor  lorry.  The  scheme  for  the 
collection  of  refuse  is  as  follows  :

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SECTiON  D. 


HOUSING. 

The  magnitude  of  the  Council’s  proposals  for  improving  housing 
conditions  in  the  district  is  without  precedent.  Many  new  houses  are 
required  'for  the  ordinary  needs  of  the  district  and  an  excellent  start  has 
been  made  in  this  direction.  However,  as  the  new  houses,  which  are 
well-designed  and  equipped,  are  erected  in  the  villages,  the  slum  dwellings 
of  which  there  are  not  a  few  stand  out  in  relief  and  bring  vividly  to  the 
notice  of  the  observer  the  work  awaiting  the  Council  in  the  sphere  of 
slum  clearance. 

The  acuteness  of  the  housing  shortage  is  such  that  circumstances 
force  the  officers  of  the  Council  to  recommend  the  requisitioning  of 
condemned  cottages.  There  are  over  80  cottages  let  under  the  Defence 
(General)  Regulations,  1939,  68A  and  68AA. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  32  sites  with  accommodation  for  643  houses 
had  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Permanent  tradi¬ 
tional  houses  to  the  number  of  45  had  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  Four  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise.  The  estate  of  30 
prefabricated  bungalows  adjoining  Wood-Burcote  Road,  Towcester, 
was  completed. 

Two  compulsory  purchase  orders,  for  the  acquisition  of  land,  viz., 
Towcester  Rural  (Blisworth  No.  1)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  1946, 
and  Towcester  Rural  (Potterspury  No.  2)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order, 
1946,  were  the  subjects  of  Public  Local  Inquiries  by  inspectors  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  the  4th  June  and  28th 
November,  1946,  respectively.  Both  orders  were  confirmed. 

A  survey  of  housing  conditions  as  recommended  in  the  Hobhouse 
Report,  continued  satisfactorily.  From  a  total  of  4,200  working  class 
houses  in  the  district,  2,980  had  been  surveyed,  757  of  which  were  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  unfit  for  habitation  and  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  expense. 

The  Joint  County  Committee  on  Rural  Housing,  on  which  the  Council 
are  represented,  drew  the  attention  of  Rural  Councils  to  the  special  hous¬ 
ing  needs  of  tuberculous  families.  These  families  have  always  received 
sympathetic  consideration  by  the  Rural  Councillors  when  letting  houses, 
and  the  families,  like  myself,  are  grateful.

Milk  Supply — Samples  of  Milk  taken  during  the  course  of  delivery 
to  the  consumers  have  been  submitted  at  regular  intervals  to  the  County 
Laboratory  for  examination  as  to  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality.  The 
samples  are  submitted  to  a  standardised  methylene  blue  test  to  determine 
if  the  milk  will  be  sufficiently  fresh  to  be  drinkable  for  some  24  hours  after 
delivery  to  the  consumer.

The  results  of  the  tests  showed  that  63%  of  samples  confornied  to 
the  prescribed  test  for  accredited  milk,  and  in  general  the  results  were 
more  favourable  than  the  reports  for  1945,  when  62%  of  samples  were 
classified  as  good.  The  classification  of  the  results  is  arbitrary  and 
based  on  a  County  standard,  since  there  are  no  prescribed  tests  for  the 
bacteriological  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality  of  non-designated  milk.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Smallpox — No  cases  were  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever — Eleven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  com¬ 
pared  with  five  in  1945.  The  cases,  which  appeared  to  be  of  a  mild  clinical 
type,  were  notified  in  five  parishes  and  no  deaths  occurred.  The  inci¬ 
dence  of  notifications  amounted  to  0.60  per  thousand  as  compared  with 
1.38  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales. 

Diphtheria — One  case  was  notified  in  an  adult  non-immunised  female 
in  the  Parish  of  Pattishall.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  recovery 
took  place. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation — The  arrangement  described  in  the  annual 
reports  for  1939-42  continued  to  function  satisfactorily.  Much  of  the 
success  of  the  scheme  in  the  district  is  due  to  the  continued  and  sustained 
educational  work  of  the  County  Council’s  Health  Visitor,  who  finds  that 
it  is  now  an  isolated  occasion  when  a  parent  refuses  to  take  advantage  of 
the  scheme.  Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Section  26, 
the  full  responsibility  for  diphtheria  immunisation  will  pass  to  the  County 
Council  on  the  appointed  day  as  the  “  Local  Health  Authority  ”,  who 
are  charged  with  administering  the  new  Health  Act.  The  following  table 
gives  details  of  the  progress  of  immunisation  amongst  the  child  population 
as  at  31st  December,  1946  :

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Puerperal  Pyrexia — Two  cases  were  notified  under  the  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  Regulations,  1939.  Cases  of  pyrexia  occurring  amongst  partu¬ 
rient  women  belonging  to  the  district  are  not  necessarily  notified  locally. 
Women  who  develop  puerperal  pyrexia  whilst  in  hospital  outside  the 
district  are  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  where 
the  hospital  or  nursing  home  is  situate. 


Pneumonia — Sixteen  cases  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  or  acute 
influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified  as  compared  with  twelve  in  1945. 
The  cases  were  distributed  in  nine  parishes,  and  the  incidence  of  notifica¬ 
tion  was  1.18  per  thousand  as  compared  with  0.89  per  thousand  of  popula¬ 
tion  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  “  Pneumonia  "  was  the  certified  cause 
of  death  in  thirteen  cases.  These  deaths  are  not  necessarily  those  of 
patients  who  are  notified  under  the  relevant  regulations. 


Erysipelas — No  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  three  in  1945. 


Measles — The  year  1946  was  not  a  measles  year,  and  only  34  cases 
were  notified  from  five  parishes.  The  heaviest  incidence  occurred  in  the 
parish  of  Yardley  Gobion  which  had  twelve  cases.  The  case  morbidity 
was  2.52  per  thousand  as  compared  with  3.92  for  England  and  Wales. 
There  were  no  deaths. 


Whooping  Cough — Forty- three  cases  were  notified  amongst  ten 
parishes,  as  compared  with  sixty-nine  amongst  twelve  parishes  in  1945. 
Fourteen  cases  occurred  in  the  parish  of  Yardley  Gobion  ;  thirteen  in 
Passenham,  whilst  in  no  other  parish  affected  did  the  number  exceed 
three.  The  incidence  notifications  amounted  to  3.18  per  thousand  as 
compared  with  2.28  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales.  One  child 
aged  four  months  died  from  the  disease. 


Tuberculosis — Two  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (1  male, 
1  female)  were  notified  as  comipared  with  eleven  in  1945.  No  case  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified.  One  male  and  three  females 
died  from  phthisis  during  the  year.  •  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
sixty-seven  persons  in  the  district  known  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
(forty-six  pulmonary  and  twenty-one  non-pulmonary).  The  age  and 
sex  incidence  of  new  cases  and  deaths  from  the  disease  are  given  in 
Table  No.  13,  page  28.
